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These sentences give the fkey-note to the
popular sentiment of hoth countries, which is
manifestly in favor of the union, at the ear-
liest practicable moment, of all the Scandina-
vian countries, Prince Frederick being the
heir apparent to the throne of Denmark, and
the Princess Louise the only child of the King
of Sweden and Norway, the event of their
marriage renders the consummation of this
union extremely probable.

During Mrs, Stowo's visil
to England, shortly after the publicalion of
“Uncle Tom's Cabin,” Lady Byron sent for
her and entrosted her with the seeret in hor
possession, leaving it to her diseretion to give
it to the world at the proper time. The
frightful nature of the secret thus confided
to her appalled Mrs, Stowe, and even after
Lady Byron's death she hesitated to give it to
the world, and was only induced to do so by
the reiteration of the old seandals in the
Countess Guiceioli’s book, and by a deep con-
viction that Lady Byrons memory demanded
this vindication,

The story is elaborate but still indefinite,
but enough is said to bring out the whole
truth ere long, if there is any truth in Lady
Byron's statement. We would fain baliove
that this is not the case. The charge hrought
aguinst Lord Byron is 5o infamous that it is
ilit}m«hlllll' not to suspect that it might have
been 'Iin"h'l'\’ the result ol I.;lll}' “_\'l'ull s 1or-
bid imaginings—a crude suspicion developed
into A positive conviction by long years of
bitterness and mental suffering. Be this as
it may, there is a probability that all the
fucts of the case will now be bronght to light,
and the memory of Byron ecleared from the
charges brought against him, or else con-
demned to perpetual infamy. Mrs. Stowe's
narrative will be read everywhere: but it will
excite more comment in England than in this
conntry, and it will be inferesting to note the
impression that it will make on society there.
In the meantime, we commend it to the atten-
tion of our readers as n vividly interesting
contribution to the history of a man who,
whatever his sins may have been, was one of
the greatest poets of his age.

OBITUARY,

Charles I, Cleveland.,

Yesterday morning, at his temporary residence in
thiz eity, Professor Charles Dexter Cloveland, a gen-
tleman and p scholar well Known not only In this
community and country, but acrods the seas, died so
suddenly of heart disease that neither n physivian,
Il #ons, nor danghters were by his bedside when
1A spirit took Its night. The deceased was the sou
of Itev, Charles Claveland, of Boston, and was born
in the town of Salem, Mass,, on the 31 of December,
1502, His early lfe was passed in the counting-
house, as mercantile pursults were intended to be
lis; Lt in 16882, moved by the promptings of a taste
for literature, he forsook the desk and betook him-
self to scholustie studies, Four years sabsequently
he graduated with honor at Dartmounth College, He
had a pecullar aptness for the classics, and lis
knowledge of Greek and Latin was unsnrpassed,
In three years from the time he left college he was
elected Professor of Latin and Greek at Dickinson
College, and afterwards was called to the Latin chalr
of the University of New York. In 1584 he removed
to this city, and here establighed w school for young
ladies, which met with great success,  Falling health
compelled his rellnguishment of this parsair, and
President Lincoln tendered him the appointment of
Qomnsul at Cardlfl, in Wales, He remained several
years at that port, but, not lmproving in health, he
risigned his position and returned here, Afterwards
he passed o year at lifracombe, in England, reaching
this civy again but & brief wnile before his death.
He was a voluminons author, and his works all be-
come celebrated.  Besules numerons text-books pre-
pared almost exclusively for the uge of his schiool, he
edited an edition of the works of John Milton: com-
piled several valuable compendiums of literature,
Inolading two of English suthors, one from the
carliest writings In our languuge to the beginning of
the nineteenth century—the second devoted to the
present century exclusively, He also propared a
compendium of American Hterature, and translated
the hest spolmens of the authors of Greece and
Rome, for the benetit of readers unacyguainted with
Gireek and Latin,
